All-Gender Restrooms 
This year, we've designated many of the public 
restrooms on board as “all-gender.” All-gender 
restrooms are open to all persons regardless 
of gender identity or expression; they will have 
door signage indicating the types of facilities 
available inside (urinals and/or toilets). 

The map on page 4 outlines the locations 
of the all- gender and gender-specific public 
restrooms on the Nieuw Amsterdam for JoCo 
Cruise 2020. All restroom doors will also have 
a map indicating all other nearby all-gender 
and gender-specific restrooms. We've done our 
best to make it so that, on the main “public” 
decks (1-3, 9-11), you’re never more than one 
deck and/or half the ship away from your 
desired type of restroom.

JoCo Cruise wants everyone to foster a healthy, kind, and respectful community in which all individuals will 
feel safe and welcome. We created the policies below to help us all make It so. 


Be excellent to each other. 

Treat your fellow Sea Monkeys with kindness and respect. This 
is an enthusiastic and supportive community, and it is all of our 
responsibility to maintain it. Invite people into your 
conversations and activities; be supportive when your fellow 
Sea Monkeys try new things (or choose not to); participate, 
connect, help out. Events like these can feel lonely and 
intimidating when you're new and don’t know anybody. Be 
welcoming, inclusive and friendly, and look out for one another! 


Don’t harass others. 

We are not a community that tolerates harassment. This 
includes (but isn’t limited to): any kind of physical, verbal, or 
psychological abuse; threats, intimidation, and bullying; slurs 
about race, gender, sexuality or ability; unwanted romantic 
attention, sexual harassment, and generally creepy or stalky 
behavior; and photographing anyone or engaging in physical 
interactions (hugging, tickling, backrubs, etc.) without consent. 
If someone asks you to stop doing something and you keep 
doing it, that’s harassment. We're all responsible for making 
sure this doesn’t occur in our community. 


Be excellent to the ship’s staff and 
anyone you encounter at a port of call. 
Remember that we share this community with others. Please 
don’t be the person who makes the Sea Monkeys look bad to 
the HAL staff and/or the locals.

Don’t hesitate to reach out and ask for help addressing an 
issue. If the matter is related to the ship and its operations, or 
the health or physical well-being of passengers and/or crew, we 
must defer to the Wieuw Amsterdam management. The ship's 
management, the officers, and crew are all ultimately 
responsible for the safety and well-being of every person on 
board. We and they are all doing our best to ensure you enjoy 
your experience and that the values of our community 

are upheld. 

Our experience and expectation is that JoCo Cruisers act 
responsibly and look after one another. But in the event of 2 
breach of this Code of Conduct, we reserve the right to take 
action, including (but not limited to) limiting access to events, 
expulsion without refund, and/or permanent banning from JoUo 
Cruise events.

e Check out the deck maps on pages 3 and 4. 
e Basic shipboard terminology: 
BOW or FORWARD/FORE: front of ship 
AFT: back of ship 
STARBOARD side: right side of ship when facing 
the bow 
PORT side: left side of the ship when facing 
the bow 
TENDER: small vessel used to transport people 
from the ship to shore (think “shuttlecraft”) 
WASH YOUR HANDS: something you should do 
frequently, for herd immunity of sorts 
BUFFET: a series of purpose-built tables and 
shelves where a variety of foodstuffs are laid out, 
by way of providing a self-service meal 
e |f your cabin isn’t quite ready yet, it’s a great 
opportunity to scoot around and become familiar 
with the ship. It’s also an ideal time to book shore 
excursions, spa treatments etc., if you haven't already. 


e On your badge, be sure to jot down an “Ask Me 
About” topic, and look at other people’s badges for 
theirs. Instant ice breaker! 

e You'll also see Your Pronoun stickers on many 
badges. If you didn’t get stickers in the terminal, 
the Info Desk (Deck 1, Atrium) will have extras if 


you'd like to add one to your badge. e Join in the easy way! A Friendly Fez sign means “You're 
e We've also teamed with Friendshipping to provide welcome to join us!” Grab one from the Game Library 
buttons for you to indicate your social mood. Wear or throughout the ship to invite 


them as it suits you, and take cues from the people to join you at your game 
Friendshipping buttons others might be wearing. or dining table. 








e The moment you set foot on the ship you can find an 
astounding assortment of goodies on Deck 9 at the 
Lido Buffet, or Dive-In grill counter near the mid- 
ship Lido Pool, or at the New York Pizza counter by 
the Sea View Pool. All of which are great places to 
meet and meet up with your fellow Sea Monkeys. 
Veg/Vegan and restricted diet options are available. 


As we've noted previously, most nights of the cruise will 
feature a Main Concert event featuring our performers 

and guests. Because the ship’s Main Stage theater only 
fits half the ship's guests, we present these concerts as 


an Early Show and a Late Show. As such, everyone has 
been assigned to either the Red Team or the Gold Team. 

If you're with the Red Team, you go to the early dinner 
seating (5:30pm on Day 1) in the Main Dining Room 
and then the Late Show (8pm on Day 1): if you’re on the 
Gold Team, you go to the Early Show and then the late 
dinner seating. 

You are, of course, under no obligation to either 
attend the show, nor to eat dinner in the Main Dining 
Room; there’s plenty of other food options available and 
things to do with your time. You're your own boat boss! 

For dinner, unless you notified Holland America about 
special dietary needs ahead of time, it’s open seating. 
Sit anywhere you like on either floor (anywhere that’s 
not reserved for fixed seating, staff or 24/7 gaming). 
Find new friends, meet up with old friends, collect ‘em all. 











Typical-schmypical! JoCo Cruise is set up to allow people to explore and pursue what interests them, and nothing is 
mandatory. That said, there is a general flow to each day, which varies depending on if it’s a sea day or port day. 


(or possibly Good Afternoon-Morning!) Wake up, do your 
morning thang, enjoy a hot shower, etc. Have breakfast 
in your cabin (because you filled out a room service 
form the night before) or seek it on the Lido deck or 
Main Dining Room. 


(which was delivered to your stateroom the night before) 
and think about what appeals to you the most. 


No need to bring along a schedule: we place fresh daily 
schedules throughout the ship, outside all the main 
venues. 


Includes updated 
schedule and key information about the next day. 


Complete daily schedules are posted in 
the elevator lobbies on Decks 2, 3 and 9; individual 
venue daily schedules are posted outside that venue. 


HAL has 
“whitelisted” our schedule page, meaning you don't 
need to purchase an Internet plan to access it. That 
said, Internet access onboard can sometimes be a 
little dicey, so we suggest you have backup options in 


mind (any of these other bullet points) for getting 
schedule info, if necessary. 


Daily staffing hours will be 
eet at the desk and in our daily newsletter. You 
can also request a printed copy of the online schedule 
at the Info Desk, if you need one. 


| The JoCo Cruise “Helper 
Monkey” genus comes in two different species: 
Proctors, who work specific events/shifts (in pink 
vests); and New Monkey Ambassadors (wearing 
pink sashes), who are more generalized wandering 
“help stations” (particularly for newbies). All Helper 
Monkeys can help find answers to JoCo Cruise 
questions. You can also turn to them about a Code 
of Conduct violation or if you need to report a 
harassment incident. For general Nieuw Amsterdam 
or Holland America-related questions (shore 
excursions, room account charges, etc.), please 
consult the ship’s materials or visit the ship's 

Front Desk (Deck 1, Midship). 


Easel pads are available in the 
Explorer’s Lounge (deck 3, aft) for “analog” plan 
coordination and announcements. There are also 
“Looking for Players” boards by the Game Library 
specifically for organizing gaming events. 


For major reminders and 
announcements throughout the week, Principal 
Sabourin and others will notify you directly, via 
the ship’s PA. 








The Billboard Onboard bar and lounge area (on Deck 
2 next to the casino) will be set up as a late night 
social space. Comfy? Snacks (Later Taters)? 
Beverages? Arcade gaming? YES TO ALL! 

All over the place: more official events, shadow 
events, dance parties and hangouts happen well 
into the wee hours. 

Going to bed early can be pretty great, too!

(Deck 2 Aft, near the shops) organized by Fiona’s 
Fineries, plus meetups and events in other parts of 
the ship. (And/or you can do standalone crafting 
pretty much anywhere!) 


Back by popular demand, more than 40 console 


stations are set up for you to play, from NES to 
some of the latest, in the EXC area (Deck 11, 
Forward), brought to you by World 9 Gaming. 


>» Also popular and demanded, we've set up an entire 


1980s mall’s worth of classic arcade machines in 
the Billboard Onboard lounge (Deck 2, Forward). 
Free to play! Are you ready to steal the Galaga high 
scores from JWC and POO? 





One of our favorite parts of JoCo Cruise is how Sea 
Monkeys self-organize and create events of every 
sort. This process evolved at the dawn of JoCo 
Cruise, and every year we offer spaces across the 
ship for these events. And this year the Shadow 
Cruise features over 270 TOTAL EVENT HOURS (!). 
That’s a lotta Shadow! 


» Chill times at the Lido Pool (Deck 9, Midship) and 
Sea View Pool (Deck 9, Aft) and other areas. 
Relax like a boss at the Spa (Deck 9, Forward), 
shop like a boss at the Shops (Deck 3, Midship), 
or be the boss of looking at photos at the 
Photo Gallery. 

Roll them bones, hit on a soft 17, spin the hot 
marble, and laugh in the face of math and 
probability in the ship’s Casino (Deck 2, Forward). 
Gym? Sure. You could do that. (Deck 9, Forward) 


8am - 3pm: Crow’s Nest Bar (Deck 11, Forward) 
9pm - late: Lido Marketplace - Starboard Side 
(Deck 9, Midship) 


The above Quiet Zones are where people can find 
respite from the bustle of the busier and noisier 
locations. We encourage quiet activities (reading, 
puzzles, etc.), but ask that there be no gaming in 
designated Quiet Areas. Think “library” sound levels. 
Anyone engaging in noisy/disturbing activity will be 
asked (politely and quietly) to relocate. 





This year our big Land Concert will be held on Tues., March 10, in Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic, in the Plaza 


de Espafia. Just a brief walk from the cruise terminal, it’s large enough for everyone to hang out in historic fashion. 


See the Schedule for the full list of performers. The Official Group Photo will also be taken just before the concert. 


Transportation to and from the venue will be available 
for those with mobility issues. 


This will be a “stand-up” music festival, but there 
will be some seating available. There will also be a 
section reserved for accessible seating. 


We've arranged to have food trucks with local cuisine 
available for purchase on-site, and there are also 
restaurants right on the Plaza where you could enjoy a 
meal before the concert begins. Bars will also be set 





up in the Plaza so you won't need to choose between 
seeing the concert and enjoying a tasty beverage. Food 
and beverages will be sold via tickets, which will be 
available for purchase on site via cash or credit. 


Most Santo Domingo restaurants, bars and stores 
accept $US cash, but change will likely be given in 
Dominican pesos. 





Gaming events are included in the schedule posted in 
the daily newsletter, as well as throughout the ship. 
Check out a game in the 24/7 game library and ask 
one of our Cardboard Concierge team members for 
games that fit your taste. 


The JoCo Cruise Tabletop Game Library is in the 
, Just to the left as you 

enter (starboard side). It’s available 24/7, and includes 
games donated to JoCo Cruise by Our Generous 
Sponsors as well as those on loan from your fellow Sea 
Monkeys. (May Poseidon protect them and further their 
good works. Amen.) 

The game shelves are color-coded based on game 
play length; there are recommended game lists to suit 


your mood; and experts (the Cardboard Concierge team) 
can make personal recommendations no matter what 
your skill or experience level is. Their office hours are 
posted in the Game Library. 


Scheduled Gaming events 
are listed in the daily newsletter and posted schedules. 
You can also check out the “Looking For Players” board 
at the Game Library, which has notices from fellow 
passengers running RPG’s or tabletop game gatherings. 
All Sea Monkeys are welcome to post “Looking for 
Players” notices in the game library and we recommend 
doing so even if you posted something elsewhere. 





Check the schedule 
and see what game events are happening right now, 
or look for Friendly Fez signs at game tables to find 
folks looking for players. Observe what they’re playing 
and if you're interested in joining, utter the secret 
phrase: “I see your Friendly Fez; are you still looking 
for players?” For late-night game happenings, we 
recommend stopping by the Billboard Onboard lounge 
to find folks playing social/party games, or Deck 3 of 
the Main Dining Room.

Once you check out a game you can play it anywhere 
on board. That said, some places are better than 
others. Check the detailed board inside of the Game 
Library of recommended spaces to play based on time 
of day that the Cardboard Concierge team maintains 
daily. Here are some spaces you should know about: 


A section of the upper Main Dining Room on Deck 3 has 
tables (designated via table tent) for gaming at any 
hour of the day or night—even during dinner service! 


Open almost all the time for gaming. It’s closed off at 





3:30 p.m. daily for actual dinner prep and actual 
eating, and re-opens after dinner service has been 
cleared. This space Is so vast that we implore you to 
note on the whiteboard map where your event is 
located, so your friends can find you. 


This is the happening place for evening party games, 
featuring comfy chairs and close proximity to 
beverages. It’s the best floating game bar in town. 
Well, except for the Lido. 


Lots of useful tables and chairs; plus there’s a handy 
bar right there for refreshments. Whenever there’s not 
scheduled events taking place there, it’s a great 
locale for gaming. 


It’s regular gaming, but in comfortable chairs steps 
away from an endless buffet. Need we say more? 
NOTE: after 9pm, the port side of the Lido is a 
designated Quiet Zone; silent gaming only on this 
side in the late evenings, please. 


“E: if there is an Official Event or a 
Shadow Cruise event scheduled in any given 
space, that event has precedence for seating/ 
table space. Check the “Where to Play” board 
in the Game Library, which is updated daily. 
Thanks for cooperating! 
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JoCo Cruise imposes no restrictions on where and when its cruisers may capture light photons and audio waves, and 
generally encourages you to do so, as well as share those images and recordings with others (including over social 
media). JoCo Cruise operates under a Creative Commons Attribution-NonCommercial-Sharealike license. 


That said, five things: 


e At times, Holland America’s photo and video policies may be different from that of JoCo Cruise. If there’s a 
conflict, we must and will defer to the Mieuw Amsterdam’s policy. 


e Please be mindful and respectful of others when recording, and respect the JoCo Cruise Code of Conduct 
at all times. Please don’t block someone else’s view with your gear or self; and ask permission before 
photographing or recording someone. Not everyone may wish to be photographed/filmed. 


e Some performers may request their performances not be recorded, or indicate that they may be recorded but 
not publicly reposted. In such cases we ask that everyone respect those requests. We'll do our best to get 
word out in advance regarding performers’ preferences. 


e |n addition to the ship’s photographers, you'll likely encounter the ShutterMonkeys taking pictures throughout 
the week. Their primary mission is to document the cruise for the public, and for JoCo Cruise’s general 
documentary and promotional purposes, but if for any reason you don’t want to be photographed by them, 
it’s cool—just let them know. 


e We also will have a crew aboard to make a video about JoCo Cruise. Same deal as with the ShutterMonkeys— 
if for any reason you don’t want to be filmed by them, it’s cool—just let them know.
